Mrs. Joseph Clarkson Is 
Victim of an Acito Ace dent 
Sunday Morning 
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Among the auto accidenta of Sunday 
laBt-was one which brings mourning to 
one! Antioch home and sorrow to the 
hearts of many in thia viDage.. The 
unfortunate victim of the accident be- 
ine Mrs. Josephs. Clarkson of Chicago 
_^rmerly Mlsa Marie Webb, the eldest 
daiihterof Mr. and Mrs. Charlie Webb 
of this place. 

For some time Mr. and Mrs. Clarkson 

* bad planned a vacation in auto to Dow- 

^agiiCf Mich . and on Sunday morning at 

"an early hour with their three year old 

aon Webb, they started for that place. 

After, about an hours, ride they reached 

the Wolf Lake bridRe.' There they 

nat*d the oncoming of a l ig touring car 

packed with joy ridera. It was'swe^- 

tng from side to side and'although Mr. 

Clarkson made every effort to avoids 

collision he was unsuccessful. 

The wind shield of the smaller auto 
wu smashed and one of the brass sup- 
ports struck Mrs. Clarkson. She was 
taken to the South Chicago hospital,, 
where she died at 9 o'clock the same 
evening. Mr. Clarkson and his aon 
were cut by the fragments of glass but 
wsrs not seriously injured. 

The big cor stopped a moment. long 
enough for Mr. Clarkson to get the 
licenaa number. Then it started- up 
■<*^5^fl,flfidr^rted^away: '"> 

' It went through Hammond, Ind.. like 
a streak of dUat Two motorcycle po- 
licemen overtook !t thia aide of the 
state line and took it to the South Chi- 
cago police station. The sergeant was 
booking the driver for speeding when 
the Hammond police phoned details of 
the accident ... - 

Thf chauffeur, J. H- Deteni,-623 Oak- 
vrood boulevard, is under arrest nuw jn 
Hammondr charged with criminal care- 
, lessness, and with driving away after 
lAfllcting bodily injury— a felony in In- 
dian!. 

; The auto is the property of John C. 
Kirkpatrick, who Uvea at* the Union 
lleague club and has a home in Esca- 
tjaba, Mich. He left Chicago Saturday 
and the car was taken by Deters, a 
fiew chauffeur, without the knowledge 
of Mr. Kirkpotrick. ft ia said. 

Deters had invited three bellboys for 
a ride. Prank Fidlar. 6310 Blacketone 
ave., Robert Gordon. 3000 Michigan 
ave., and Harry Spdley, 2255 Indian* 
ave., and alaoa girl. 

Antioch relatives were at once notifi- 
ed of the accident and rushed to the 
city with all possible speed. 

The body was brought here Tuesday 
afternoon and funeral services were 
held in St Peter's church Wednesday 
morning, with burial in the Ht Carrael 
cemetery. 

Up to the time of her marriage, Mrs. 
Clarkson resided at the home of her 
parents just east of town and as a 
student of the Antioch school sheen 
endeared herself to all who knew her. 
An accqmpliahed violinist, she appear- 
ed many time before audiences at this 
place and when only a couple of weeks ! 
ago she visited relatives here and greet- 
ed acquaintances upon our streets little 
did anyone dream that her next ap- 
pearance here would be in the cold 
arms of death.'

formerly. Some difSculy is being en- 
countered because the old people der 
dine to comply and residents of Lake 
county see no reason why they should 
insi3t\Here is what the Kenosha News 
says of the situation: 

Living in squalor that is declared to 
be a disgrace to the civilized commun- 
ity, John Darling' and his wife are cau%> 
ing all sorts' o£ trouble for the pauper 
officials of Kenosha county. The man 
and his wife.areJiving in an old shed 
on a farm' near 'Sitverlake and many 
complaints have been made to' County 
Agent Jones to have them removed 
from the place or to force some one to 
make proper provisions for their main' 
tenance. His wife also declares that 
her condition ia such as to make it im- 
poasible for her to work. They came 
to Silverlake from Antioch, III., less 
than seven months ago and on this ac- 
count they are properly a charge upon 
Lake county. The officials of that 
countybave refused to provide any care 
for theni and County Agent Jones |.i^ 
now taking the- matter' up with the 
state ' boa^ of control with a view, of 
having a formal. demao^.-made, on tti^ 
governor of Illinoia for tb'e : aoppocVof 
the- couple. / 

Thiais the firat tknein the.history.of 
Kenoflba coaoty.that sucb an , appeal 
has been made. Darling and his wife 
came to Silverlake lost October. Pre 
v.ious to that., time they-had, been sup- 
ported by the pauper o&eiaU. at Anti- 
och. It is asserted that the, o.tncials at 
Antioch furotaheii a. team to bring the 
couple. from Illinois to Wisconsin and 
tbat^Darlinit wanted to get into that 
state in order to get the state aid. that 
IB guaranteed;fortheblind.. Under the 
law he would'ha:ve to be a resident of 
Wisconsin for ten years before he could 
claim such aid. Kindly disposed people 
m the neighborhood of Silverlake have 
contributed something to the support of 
Darling and his wife, but it is declared 
their condition is now nothing leas than 
appalling. 

County Agent Jones visited Chase 
Webb^ in charge of the out-door relief 
at the village of Antioch on Sunday and 
made a formal demand upon him that 
Darling and bis wife be taken back to 
Antioch. Webb declined to consent 
to this program and he declared that' 
when Darling and his wife moved into 
Wisconsin that Antioch waaVthrough 
with them. Under the state law the 
county ' funds cannot be paid out 
for the support of the old peo- 
plp and the only aid that can be given 
them from the funds of the county is 
transportation ^to the state from which 
they came. County Agent Jones noti- 
fied the owner of the old hut in which 
the Darlings are living that he must 
get them oat of it and the agent has 
also notified the agent of the Kenosha 
Humane association to make an inves- 
tigation and take such action as he may 
see fit.

At the time the foot and moutti epif 
demic caused the government to alaugfir^ 
ter Mrs. Durand's herd she had k0' 
one of the finest herds of blooded ca^ 
tie in the world. At . the tii^e Mr4* 
Durand was so crushed by the. death of 
her herd that she asserted she never', 
would attempt to collect anottier herd. 
She said it had taken her years to col* 
lect the herd she had and ahe did not 
have the heart to collect another one. 

Crab Tree dairy is one of the finest 
dairy farms in the world and her large 
investment in buildings alone is believ- 
ed to have been what caused Mrs. Dur- 
and to change her mind and decide to 
start all over again and collect another 
herd which possibly will duplicate the 
one she lost. 

The fact that she is to do this is good 
news to Lake county for there is no one 
who does not appreciate the pluck on 
her part it requires. Then, too. every- 
one concedes that such a fine herd of 

blooded stock is a credit to the county.

ately after breakfast all the boys as^ 
semblc In the vlllnge saware. Kuch of. 
them carries a boll ou his neck and 
presently they begin tirelr merry 
inarch from house to house. The tall- 
est boy marches In front as the leader; 
he represents tho Swiss cowkeeper 
and In this capacity lie warbles nuiny 
a melodious yodel song Into tlio cool 
morning iilr. Ills costume consists of 
black breeches, white stockings, old- 
fashioned shoes and a formidable- 
looking cap, not to forget the scrupu- 
louKly clean milking pall which he 
curries jiroudly on his broad shoulder. 
Ills companions, nil carrying weapons, 
follow in a long row, their Joyous 
songs forming a harmonious accom- 
paniment to the tinkling of the numer- 
ous bells. Another tall hoy marches 
at the end of the procession. He, in 
tho role of herdsman, carries a long 
stick In his hand and an old, big hat 
on his head. He iiretends to bo anx- 
iously looking around for tho cows 
Intrusted to his care. 

Wherever this joyous crowd of boys 
knocks at a door, it Is bound lo re- 
ceive a hearty welcome. Sausages, 
pics, cakes, apples, nuts and othor 
dainties coveted by tho average coun- 
try hid are liberally presenicd to them 
niid a one or two-franc piece Is often 
slipped Into the hands of these 
juvenile merrymakers. After they 
have thus "visited" every resident of 
their commune, tho boys ask Iho girls 
to join them, and somewhere in the 
house of BOinc good-natured folk who 
dollBht In listening to tho outburst of 
youthful huppluess, the banquet takes 
place. 

Burning of the Boogg at Zurich, 
Toward the end of April the passing 
of winter and the arrival of spring Is 
celebrated at Zurich with n very pretty 
festival known as the Sechselaeutcn— 
six o'clock ringing feast— as the actual 
ceremony takes place at the striking of 
Op. m., when the bells ring for tlie 
working day to close, which during the 
winter only finishes at 7 p. m. 

A huge figure, known ns the Boogg, 
made of wood and covered with white 
cotton wool, represents winter. In 
due consideration of its fate to bo ful- 
filled In the evening, it is Btulted with 
crackers and gunpowjder. 

In the morning n processlpn of 
more than 1,000 schoolchildren, many 
of whom are dressed In the pic- 
turesque Swiss natloiml garb, escorts 
the triumphal float bearing the God- 
dess of Spring -with her attendant 
maidens. Behind follows the Boogg, 
surrounded by dancing and jeering 
clowns. The procession winds .'Its 
way along the river LImraat to the 
head of the placid lake, where Boogg 
la left behind on the spacious square, 
to be raised on poles. In order that a 
bonfire may. he built around' him. The 
morning fesUvltles close wltli a juve- 
nile bull In tho Tonhnlle. 

In the afternoon the various guilds, 
all attired In wonderful ancient- cos- 
tumes, have their parade. These 
guilds, which in former centuries used 
to play such an Important role, are 
no longer tho strict unions of the same 
clofis of artisans — those unions died 
out in 1708. Tho members of the 
guilds of todAy may in reality belong 
to a quite different profession, bnt 
they may have chosen to select tho 
Bymbol of the trade once practiced by 
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their forefathers. Several of thtfia 
guilds still meet in their respective 
KuIUUiouse, others have their reunions 
In various inns or hotels, but all uro 
anxious to participate In n dlgnlfled 
manner In tlie afternoon Sechselaeutcn 
parade. 

The first stroke of sLs Is the signal 
for Boogg's execution. Ho Is set on 
Are and while he is expiating his 
■wrongdoings oUier bonfires flare up on 
the surrounding mountain heights nnd 
fireworks are sent off from the, numer- 
ous boats now gayly circling around 
on the lovely lake. Winter has passed 
and the arrival of spring Is celebrated 
far into the stillness of the night 

In tlie mountain regions tho start of 
the cattle to the summer pastures, tho 
so-called Alpaufzug, has been making 
a particular feature of this day which 
means so much Ho tho herdsmen nnd 
their famillos and on which occasion 
the cattle even seem to realize- the Im- 
portant change which la about to glad- 
den their lives. 

The king of the Alpine procession, a 
handsome, powerful hull, marches In 
front He is decorated with beautiful 
garlaads of flowers and with tho airs 
of a luo'narch he carries tho one-legged 
mllklag stool, which la also wreathed 
with spring blossoms. In n long row 
tlie cows now follow their leader, all 
well kept nnd scrupulously clean and 
every one embellished with flowers 
and a merry tinkling cowbell. At their 
sides walk their keepers in Sunday at- 
tire, now and then fondly eying their 
bovine proteges. 

Following the procession of cattlo 
comes u pnrnde of carriages and ve- 
hicles of varied description, contain- 
ing the womanfolk and chihlrcn of 
the herdsmen, also articles of furni- 
ture and dairying utensils piled high. 
This is tho departure for the Alps, a 
most characteristic and picturesque 
Bight In the mountain regions. 

Ancient Ways of Wooing. 
A very antiquated custom of noc- 
turnal wooing, which Ls, however, grad- 
ually dying out, Is the Klltgang. In 
many districts of the canton of Berno 
the younger set of the mule Inhabitants' 
forms u kind of vigilance committee lo 
prevent the woll-to-do girls from be- 
ing carried off by outsiders. The lov- 
ers in the vlllnge who are of this set 
are permitted to pay their visits and 
climb to tho windows of the fair ones 
undisturbed, wlille strenuous opposi- 
tion Is given to strangers who veuture 
to Intrude. 

Closely connected with tlio Klltgnng 
la the so-called Malenstecken of the 
canton of Lucerne, A lover, anxious 
to please his dearest, plants In front 
of her window u small pine tree, gayly 
adorned with ribbons. This Is sup- 
posed to be the expression of utmost! 
devotion nnd generally finds its reward 
It a generous entertainment nt tho 
hands of both the parents and the girl. 
Another method of wooing — In tho 
fiower language— still exists In remoto 
villages of the canton of Glarus. In 
this case the young man places n fiow- 
er pot containing a single rose and a 
nolo on tho window sill of tho girl's 
room when sho Is absent from home. 
lie then baa to patiently wait for a re- 
ply. - 

If the maid takes tlio rose, tho young 
maii Uoldiy enters tlio Iiouse to ar- 
range matters wlUi her parents, but If 
tlie. rose Is allowed to fndo away the 
proposal la' rejected without u word 
having Jiecn exchanged between* tho 
couple. 

There Is not a single part of Switzer- 
land that has not some peculiar usage 
of its own. To tlio casual onlooker 
they may appear ridiculous at first, but 
on closer examination of such old- 
tlrao traditions we frequently discover 
tlmt their origin Is actually connected 
with' historic events, nnd what may 
havo struck us ns "somewhat queer" 
at first is explained by tho fact that 
tins majority of tlieso ancient cuatomg 
WHS born In a period when the/v^arld 
did not radiate tho cnllEhtcnmcnji oJ 
o'ar modem days.

Spurgie Gates Had to Pay Board 

Bill and There Was No 

Other Way, 

New Orleana.— Spurgio Gates foil 
upon evil days last January. Ho faced 
hard times and an unpaid board bUl 
for hImBcIf anrf wlfo. Everything of 
value poaaesBed by. the couple had 
found Its way Into the pawnshops, but 
atUl ?34 wae due the landlord, C. B.. 
Brown by name, who was growing 
Irate. At';Jaat, however,' Gates had an 
Inapiratlon. He poaseased ono znoro 
article .of value that ho might bo aDle 
to pawn. It waMhla epouao. 

Would Brown take Mrs. Gates and 
hold her as security for the uncollect- 
ed account? Suro! In fact, the land- 
lord b.eamed upon Gates tor tho pro* 
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rajihy. A big tent serves as tho wire- 
less station, and u very large number 
of the young women nre enrolled as 
Ktudents here. And classes In dietetic 
coiikery for the w<mndod attract many 
others, while another Important In- 
struction tent Is that where sewing 
for the wounded Is taught and where 
many sewing machines nrc kept hum* 
ming by apt pupils. 

But the hodpltal tent, after nil, Is 
the chief center of Interest In the 
camp. One lesson, for Instance, con- 
sisted In dcnionatrntlons of how to 
iTNike n bandage and how to dress and 
bind n^injury, and how to use u 
broom In properly Bweeping a floor — 
nil being practical duties that full to 
nrmy nurnes. 

Then there Is drilling and more 
march, lunch nnd supper In due time, 
Inspection of tents by a regular army 
ofllcer * and Inspection of personal 
equipment, Just as In the nrmy. 
O. K. on Silk Pajamas. 

Tho Inspector who found pink bou- 
doir slippers under the cots and pale 
blue negligees nnd silken pajamas 
draped over the cots, nnd here and 
there n rainbow petticoat,' merely 
smiled and put his ofllclul 0. K. on It 
all. 

Finally comes taps, nt ten o'clock, 
nnd every light In tho^camp gooa out, 
and the tired, footsore young women 
slip off Into dreamland, where tliere 
nre no regulutlons of any sort 

For, while there may bo cases of 
leniency nnd an occasional overlook- 
ing of some minor Infraction of Uie 
camp rules, It Is no pink tea affair, af- 
ter all. PcnnUIes are Imposed for 
such breaches of tho regujntlous as 
absence from classes, absence from 
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taps, unndthorlzed absence from camp, 
Insuhordtnatlon nnd Inclj: of personal 
neatness or neatness of (iunrters, the 
penalties running from reprimand to 
dlsmls.sal. As in a regular army camp, 

there Is no trinihg permitted. 

Every afternoon and evening there 
are lectures, dealing with prepared- 
ness In some form. F. D. Iloosevelt, 
assistant secretary of the navy, talked 
on "National Preparedness" at one of 
these lectures. At another aime, 
Slavko Groultch, a refugee, described 
tho horrors of tho Serbian situation 
nnd told "How AVomen Can Help In 
Preparing." John Barrett, Pau-Araer- 
Ican authority, told of our relations 
with' Central and South American na- 
tions, and what riiny be exi)ected of 
tliem In the event this nation becomes 
involved In war. And so on. Experts 
In various phases of national defense 
tell the thousand young women at 
Chevy Chnse all about the many sides 
of preparedness nnd how women can 
help In times of stress. 

Many widely-known women an- 
swered to first roll call nt the Service 
school. Missouri was represented by 
I\lrs, Genevieve Clark Thompson, 
daughter of Speaker Champ Clark. 
Mrs, Frank G. Odenhelmer of Afory- 
land, president general of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, was 
there too. Every section of tho coun- 
try was represented, ns a matter of 
fact, although the largest delegations 
came from New York. 

\Vhon tho president. In his address 
to the students of the Service school, 
said, "God forbid that wo should bd 
drawn Into war," an<l then added tlmt 
If war came America would be found 
ready to defend Its lienor and In- 
tegrity, the young women of Chevy 
Chase camp felt a patriotic tlirlll like 
thnt which must have animated tlio 
niother.s of the Ilovolutlon nnd the he- 
roic women of Civil war times. 

MI.ss Elizabeth Elliott Poe, the com- 
mandant, and Mrs. Vella Poo Wilson, 
tho adjutant of the canip, bended the 
list of olUcors, which Included tho.so 
of the two battalions and tho two com- 
panies >vhlch compose each battalloa. 
The camp was a complete success at 
tho end of the first week — so succosg- 
ful that already plans nre under w^ay 
for holding similar service schools nt 
I'hihtdelphin, Savannah, Ga.; San Di- 
ego, Cab, nnd San Francisco, At San 
Francisco the school will bo open for 
tliree months and one thousand wom- 
en win be Instructed ench month. Thb 
Chevy Chase camp, It may be predict- 
ed. Is only the beginning of a great 
aatlonnl woman's movement for na- 
tional defense.

ailroad Strike? 



Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemcn 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 

With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration ^ 

The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the BCttlcmcnt of 
the controversy is as follows: 

"Our conlrrrncet hare demonttrited thtt wi cannot harmonize our dlRcrences of opinion and that cTcnluaJly th% 
matirri in controveraj mutt be paiied upon by other and diaintereitcd agcncici. Therefore, ne propoie that your 
propoiila and the propoiilion of the railway! be diapoied of by one or the other of the folloTring methodi: 
1. Preferably by lubmiiiion to the Interiiale Commerce Commisilon, the only tribunal which, by reaioti of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditiont and iti control of tlie revenue of the rallwayi, !■ to a poii- 
tion (u consider and protect the riehti and equiiiei of all the intcreiti affected, and to provide additional revenut 
Decenary la meet the added coit of operation in case your projpoiaU are found by the Commiision to be juil and 
rcaionable; or, in the event the Interiiate Commerce Commiiaion cannot, under eziitlne lawi, act in the premiici, 
thai we jointly request Congreia to take luch action aa may be Decenary to enable the CommiiaioD to coniidcr ana 
promptly diipose of'lhe qucttionB inTolved; or 

t. By arbilratioD in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law*' (The Newlaoda Act). 

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 

Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 
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No other body with iiich; an intimate know>-d^c 
ef railroad conditions has auch an unquetlioned posi- 
tion in the public confidence.. 

The rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation are now largely fixed oy this Govern- 
ment board. 

Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the em- 



ployes as wages; and ihe money to pay increased wage* 
can come from do other source than the rates paid 
by the public. 

The Interstate Commerce Commiaslon, wlth^lts con- 
trol oyer rates, is in a position to make a complett 
investigation and render such decision as would pro- 
tect the interests of the railroad employfi, the owncn 
of the railroads, and the public. 



A Question For the Public to Decide 

The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
$100,000,000 a year to thcie employes, now highly paid and constituting only • 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that \ 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of qll the facts. 

The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Geriimn merchiiut supersubmarlQe 
Deiitsuhlnnil lias arrived lu Chesapeake 
bay. 

^ Long expectoO. ridiculed, fabulous as 

the sea aerpeut or the Fling Dutcli- 
umn.sho beeame a realty to the watch- 
ers oir Cape Ueiiry at exactly l:liO 
Sundiiy and slowly made her way 
through u netwiirU of InQUisltlve ships 
»nd through the mazes of red tape of 
the quarantine and customs olllcluls to 
lier (lock at -tile pier, of the Eastern 
I-'orwardlng company, Locust Point. 
Baltimore. 

^ She Is the largest submarine afloat. 
Tho largest German war models are 
less than 300 feet long. IJnt thlH sub- 
marine of coniruerce Is :ilu feet long, 
exactly one-third the length of the 
largest merchant vessels alloat— the 
ViUorland anrl Imperator. 

Tho boat carries no passengers, nor 
f-nrgo consists of 250 tons of dyestufCa 
and chemicals. 

The diver nlso carries a messngo 
froiu Emperor WUUani to President 
AVllson and a large amount of mail, 
unr] Is to carry back home a similar 
unnmnt of idckol and crude rubber, 
sorely needed by the aernuiii army. 

She Is commanded by Captain Knl- 
Hg and has a crew of 20 men. Poth 
cnptaln and crew are drawn from the 
Gernmn merchant Ileet and not from 
the navy. Tho craft Is umirmed and 
Is being treated by the United States 
like any other merchant ship. 

It Is said that she submerged when- 
over she saw any vessel, on tJio chance 
that (t might be n warship. The Eng- 
lish government was not among those 
who regarded the transatlantic sub- 
mersible as a Joke, ami the report Is 
that the Dcutschland was chased for 
yo hours by English and French war- 
PldpR. She submerged and eluded them 
hy traveling out of her course SOO 
miles. 

Pecause she was forced to make tills 
detour she has the record for subma- 
rine distance travel. Tho longest trip 
previously nuule by any submarine was 
the iJ.OOO miles fnnu Kiel to Constanti- 
nople, made by the U-boat that sank 
the British battlesliip Majestic. It Is 
said that liie Deutschland traveled 4,- 
3S0 ndies. l.SOOmlies of this being un- 
der water. Tho trip was made In 10 
days. 

She ran througli the Nortli Sen sub- 
merge)! practically all tho time. .She 
was fm-ced tr> submerge ngiiln for u 
time wlien .she got two-thirds of the 
wny ncrnss. when she sighted a Uulcli 
merciuint vessel In her path. And, 
some imo miles off tlie Virginia const, 
she was frightened out to sea again for 
a dlstajice of some 200 miles by enemy 
wnrshlps. Put on her return she was 
iihle to come to the surface a hundred 
miles from land and was not forced to 
fiubmerge again. 

Tlie Deutschland was met off Cape 
ITenry by the tug Thomas F.Tlnnnnns 
of tlie Eastern Forwarding company. 
She Imrl been waiting at the capos for 
the j)ast 11 day.s. And a couple of days 
ngo Capt. F. Hinsch. tho marine .super- 
Jntendent of tlie Ocean Transportathm 
company, as tho new merchant marine 
line Is called, wont on bonrd the Tlm- 
moiis. He directed tlie piloting of tJie 
ship. 

"We have proved." ho told members 
of the Virginia Piinis' association, 
"tiiat the English blockade amounts 
to nothing. There will he more sub- 
niarlnes from Germany. They will be 
making regular trips Just like the big 
liners from England In n few weeks. 
We will have tliom coming In at New 
York and other American ports. 

This boat Is In excellent condition. 
She had only two mishaps and tliese 
delayed her but .slightly. She had 
trouble with her motors and her un- 
derwater lights, but slie carried extra 
supplies and the trouble wus Quickly 
repaired. 

WuBliIngton, July 11.— Tho U-bont 
Jiner widch passed - through tho Vir- 
ginia capes will be treated by the 
United States government as n mer- 
chant .ship. The vessel will bo permit- 
ted to discharge her cargo, to take on 
n c/irgo for the return voyage, and 
sudiciont gasoline nnd other stores to 
onnblo her to reach homo.

In which you 
transcrlljo a note addressed to mo by 
the secretary of foreign relations of 
your government, and to reauest thai: 
you will transmit to him tho follow- 
ing reply: 

"'Mr. Secretary: I have the honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of your 
courteous note transmitted to me by 
Sonor Arredondo on the 4th Inst, lu 
which you refer to my notes of June 20 
nnd June 25. and to assure you of the 
sincere gratllicathjn of my government 
ut tho frank siatement of the dltllcul- 
tJes which have unfortunately arises 
in our relations along tho internoUon- 
ul boundary, and tho unreserved ex- 
pression of the desire of your govern- 
ment to reach an adjustment of these 
dlillculties on a broad and amicable 
basis.

'The Bituatlon looks encouraging to 
me.' Doctor Pucker said. "I think it 
tiow Is under control. Of cour-^e I 
don't know what turn things might 
take In tli.. future, hut It looks as If 
wo luid checked tho Infantile paralvsls 
epidemic, at :iny rate. We will 'not 
stop ^vorJc, however, until we nre as- 
sured that there will be no chance for 
a recurrence of the epldomic." 

Doctor itucker will lay before the 
United States imlillc health service 
two plans for stopping the spread of 
the disease. One of ihese Is for the 
f^tudy and Inspection of evorv Individ- 
ual In the country .suspected of being 
a carrier of infantile pnralysis, nnd 
Iho other 'will be the Ihurough clean- 
ing of every passenger car that leavos 
New York. 

Doctor Pucker will also recommend 
thnt all persons who are suspected of 
being carriers of tlie dLsoase who live 
In New York be required to report to 
hoalth oflicora before thoy leave the 
city, stating their destinations. Ito- 
strlctlons upon the travel of these per- 
sons will also he Imposed.

"thnt they want to help JIoxlco, and 
tlie way they propose to help her Is 
to overwhelm lier with force. That 
Is the wrong way as well as the long 
^vny. 

'^Vfter Hglitlng them you would have 
a nation full of Justlflcd suspicion. 
Thu.s you would not help -them. You 
would shut every door agidnst you. 

"What makes Mexico su.splclou.s la 
that slie thinks we do not want to 
servo, but possess her. And she hns 
Justiflcatlon for these suspicions In 
the way some gentlemen have sought 
to exploit her possesslone. ' 

"I will not serve those gentlemen, 
Init I will serve all Anierlcnns by tr>-- 
Ing to servo Mexico horsolf. 

"The way to establish our sover- 
eignty Is to re.spoet hers." 

Mr. AVIlBon declared that the iner- 
clmnt marine which some are "so slow 
In giving us" win be n great help to 
tho business interests of the United 
States.

tion ana^(f inlli|^nry ciimps were peo- 
pled overnQTit- by hosts In klmkl and 
olive drub. The Pbittsburg Idea wus 
triinRlatcd Into fact nnij the rooky 
chniiged fi'om novlco to one whose 
trade Is vnr. 

Infantry, nrtlllery, cavalry emerged 
from thfc-ohlcea and tho stores. The 
grim urmorles which la ordinary days 
ficem llkA deserted Norman strong- 
holds hn\ing nothing In common w'lth 
their surroundings became centers of 
11 new and vital Interest, where thou- 
Hfiiids of nrnied men were iteing gath- 
ered In eb'iclent readiness, llow It all

Ways of War Changed. 

They t.sHembled to arm, not know- 
ing at what time war might be de- 
clared upon Mexico and as eager lo 
do their duty as ttiey were against 
the forces of old Spain. 

Tho ways of war have greatly 
changed since this country hist gave 
ear tc( martial strahiH. So It hap- 
pened that every soldier, every ac- 
coutru^nent, every wagon or piece of 
nrtlll&fy which passed through city «r 
vlllagi^ streets or even along the broad 
lilghWiiy was weighed and balanced In 
the scale of elllcleiicy. These are days 
when every man and every wounin Is 
a student of the game of Mars. 

Tlw licwspapers and tho niagiizlnos 
have po^sented thousands of pictures 
of muiwuvers and battles and Incl- 
dents from the great theaters of the 
castorn mkI tho western fronts In Ku- 
ropo. War has shown Its horrors In 
the ihovlng-pleture shows, and even 
actufl battles have found their way 
to tho sciieen. Military critics ore 
cverywhciv. 

Martial Ideal Aroused. 

Tha J^panlsli-Anierlcan war came 
with a rush; the nioblll/.ntion of this 
June was the close of months of study 
of M'hen and bow and where. The 
martial Ideal of a people was seen in 
tho massing of troops, the moving of 
trains, the mustering of Industrial re- 
sources. Everywhere men sprang to 
their new Job of soldiering eager and 
alert. Tho veterans of tho National

he wants to go. And so In the dim 
armories sat the women In their sor- 
row and their pride, watching, the 
routine of preparation and peering 
closely for loved ones busied In the 
aliiiost endless task of making ready. 
There arc no Spartan mothers these 
days, but two years contemplation of 
eniclency has developed their spirit In 
American women,- all peeing even In 
their anxiety.' 

Bristllng-WIth Bayonets. 
In cities like New York there was 
to be seen everywhere the sign' of mar- 
tial rule. Sentries patrolled in front 
of the armories and the state soldiers 
were Instructed not to leave the build- 
ings without passes. Once out In the 
streets they were walking signs of the 
Bwlft change which had passed over 
the community, as they strode along 
with their cloth-clad canteens, their 
holsters and their taut belts. -News- 
boys followed In their wake calling 
the "Extras I** und showing pages 
bristling with bayonets. 
■ What moblllzatlpn means Is famll- 
hir to all, for the picture of the sud- 
den gathering of the armed forces of 
Europe Is even now fresh' upon the 
public mind. The movement Of the 



the development of the self-propelled 
truck. The forage for animals and 
the hundreds of thousands of gallons 
of water required for their drink Is 
In Itself a large Item of the camp 
budget. 

Conditions have changed much since 
the Spanish-American war, when tho 
laying of camps and tlie proper sani- 
tation and drainage were often mat- 
ters mpi^e of theory than of practice.

So much for externals, having to do 
with the.. welfare of the citizen sol- 
diers." The fact that they are to bo 
well cared for during their period of 
training Is an Important factor In their 
elliclcucy. The greatest benefit to

TEUTONS REGAIN POSITIONS 



Russians Cross Stokhod River at Sev- 
eral Places ''and Are Fighting 
Their Way Toward Kovel — 
- ^> Berlin Says Enemy Has 

Been Checked. 

I 

Lopdon, - July 11.— The French 
stormed and occupied lilil 1)7, a height 
dominating the Sonime southeast of 
Blacli'es, and German positions near 
Barleur. The BrllLsh made a new 
advance northwest of Cuntalmalson 
and the Germans al.so had victories to 
record la the recai)ture of the Trones 
woods, La Maisonette farm aud the 
village of Jiurleux. 

The retaking of tlie Trones woods, 
which tho British capturcfl Saturday 
night, came after a series of vloleut 
attacks. 

The British and French wariofllcos 
eHch announced the capture of several 
hundred prisoners in the day's light- 
ing. Several guns also were taken. 

Without relenting. In their drive on 
the Somme the French opened up a 
new attack In the Champagne. Tiie 
capture of trenches over a front of 
500 meters west of Mosnll was an- 
nounced as a result. In tlie capture of 
tJie line of trenches near Bilrlcux the 
French made 050 prisoners. 

The British statement admits the 
recapture of tlie Trones woods, but 
says it was accomplished at the cost 
of tremendous losses. 

British Raid Near Hooges. 

The British operations for the day 
on the Somme front were confined al- 
most entirely to the section near Con- 
talmalson and the Trones woods. 
There was some activity on the 
Flanders front. The German artillery 
bombarded the British front at 
Hooges for tliroe hours, but the Brit- 
ish, notwithstanding, succeeded In 
making three .successful raids into the 
enemy's front line. 

Russ on Way to Kovel. 

Petrograd. via London. July 11. — 
The Ilusslan forces advancing In Vol- 
hynla toward Kovel are cro.4sing the 
river Stokhod at various points, close- 
ly pressing the Teutonic forces oppos- 
ing them, says the war office state- 
ment. 

Tho passage of the river Is being 
accomplished under serious dllllcul- 
tles, Tho ofilcial communication says 
that the crossings have In most cases 
been destroyed , by the opposing 
armies. % 

Troops Cross Burning Bridge. 
According to later reports, regard- 
ing the crossing of the Stokhod at 
Ugll it declares chief credit for the 
exploit must go to Colonel Kautseroff, 
couuuander of tho I'avlograd regi- 
ment and chevalier of the order of St. 
George. Colonel KauLserolT, rushing 
forward at tho head of his advance 
guards, led them across a burning 
bridge under violent artillery and rllle 
fire. 

"Near the villages of Svidulkl, 
Starly ilossor and Novy Mossor, «u 
the left bank of the Stokhod, lively 
fighting Is progressing. .We took Ger- 
man prisoners at these points. Be- 
tween KIselin und Zubllno the enemy 
attempted a surprise attack, but was 
put to flight. 

More Prisoners Taken. 
"The total number of prisoners 
taken by General Kaledlnos from July 
4 to S Is 3'11 olllcers aud O.l'l'j un- 
woinuled soldiers, lie also captured 
10 pieces of artillery, 48 laaohluo guns, 
10 bomb-throwers. 7,0:10 rilles und Oli 
limbers aud depots of engineering 
materials. These figures must be add- 
ed to those given In the communica- 
tion of July 8, which Included aoO of- 
ficers. lii.OOO men and 55 pieces of 
artillery." 

Checked, Says Berlin. 
Berlin, via Londou, July 11.— The 
Gerumns havo checked the Ilusslan 
forces which were advancing in Vol- 
hynln In Uie direction of Kovel, tho 
war ofllce announced. The Russian 
troops moving toward tho Stokhod 
line were everywliere repulsed. 

Germans Claim Trones Wood. 
; Berlin, July 11.— The olliclal report 
on tho western front follows ; 
i "On both sides of tJie Somme fight- 
' ing coutlnues. Wo repeatedly re- 
I pulsed • attacking forces. Wherever 
!we were forced temi)orarIly to yield 
'ground wo ejected the enemy by coun- 
;ter*attacks. Trones wood, which was 
penetrated by tlie British, and Ln 
JIalsonne*te farm and Barloux village. 
which were stormed by the French, 
were reconquered by us and consoli- 
dated against the enemy. 

"At Ovillors there has been uninter- 
rupted hand-to-hand fighting. The 
French obtained a lodgment In the 
village of Blachos. Between Barleux

The capture of 0311 prlsopers at 
ITardccourt yesterday and 300 In the 
new drive today also Is announced. 

German attacks of great violence are 
reported In the Verdun sector. Paris 
admits the loss of trenches west of the 
Apremont forest, but claims they were 
recaptured. 

General Halg. In a report from the 
British front, says the British have 
held all their gains and made more 
progress In the vicinity of OvlUers. 
Ills report, Issued tlila afternoon, fol- 
lows : 

"Last night, between Ancro an<l the 
Somme, tho flghtlng was considerably 
less violent than during the last two 
days. We uaide further progress In 
the neighborhood of Ovlllers, and In 
another sector captured groups of de- 
fended buildings. 

"The Germans made no further at- 
tcnipLs to recapture their lost posi- 
tions held by our troops. 

"Near Glvenchy we successfully 
fired three mines. Further northward.- 
after heavy bombardment. In u por- 
tion of the sector held by tlie New 
Zeaianders, a strong hostile local at- 
tack succeeded In entering our 
trenches at one point. 

"After half an hour of- flg^iting tho 
enemy was ejected by the New Zea- 
landers, leaving many German dead In 
our trenches. 

"On the rest of the front there is 
nothing of Importanco to report.'* 
Casualties Among British Officers. 
Loudon, July 10. — The list of casual- 
ties among British officers issued la 
the last four days, apparently com- 
posed almost altogether of losses suf- 
fered In the last week's advance, give 
a total of 04 killed, 504 wounded aud 
30 mllssing. A small proportion of 
these probably refer to other opera- 
tloas, while some of the casualties 
were possibly Included In the lists 
SJirller than Thursday's. It Is Impos- 
sible from the lists thus far Issued to 
Judge of the casualties In the ranks. 
Teutonic Forces Flee? 
Petrograd, via London,- July 10. — 
Important gains by the lUissians are 
anaiounced In war ofllce statements. 
Today's report says tliat In southern 
Gallcia the Important railway town 
of Delatyn has been captured. In the 
drive toward 'Kovel the Russians 
have taken two more villages. On the 
Lower Stokhod tlie Teutonic forces 
are retiring In great disorder. A 
stn^mcnt Issued last night declared 
that in two days of flghtlng between 
the Styr and^.the Stokhod 12,000 un- 
wounded prisoners were taken. To- 
day's nnnoljnccment follows: 

"Out offensive on the Lower Stok- 
hod continues, Tlie enemy Is retiring 
la great- disorder. . . 

"South of tlio Sarny-Kovel railway 
the villages of Goulevltchl and Ka- 
chova have, been occupied after fight- 
ing. Farther south tliere are fires 
everywhere In' the region of the vil- 
lages of Arsenovitchl, Janoyka and 
Douchteb." 

The Kusslans have made further 
violent attacks on various sectors. of 
tlie front, but the German war office 
stateiuent says, were beaten back 
with largo losses. The aunouuceuient 
follows in part: 

"Army group of Prlnco Leopold : 
The llusslans repealed several times 
their strong attacks against tiic por- 
tions of the front mentioned yester- 
day. Zlrlu, to tlie southeast of Goro- 
dlsche, and ou both sides of the Dar- 
ovo. The attacks again broke down." 
British Announce New Gains. 
Loudon, July S. — Big new gains for 
the British In northern France are an- 
nounced in the oflicial statement Issued 
by the war office. Trench lines total- 
lug 2,500 yards in length were carried 
by storm and the German positions 
were penetrated to a depth of 500 
yards. In a vain effort to dislodge the 
Brillsh from tJielr positions east of 
Contalmalsou, Uie Gennaiis threw 
their celebrated Prussian guard Into 
the fight. All counter-attacks by the 
Germans were repulsed. The British 
took 700 more prisouers. South of 
Thlepval tlie British took a further 
portion of tlie Leipzig redoubt, one gf 
the strongest fortified positions ou tho 
German Hue. 

Victories for Russians. 
London, July S. — Three smashing 
victories for tlie llussiuus at widely 
separated points ou tlio eastern front, 
with a general advance along prac- 
tically tho entire 000-inlIe line, mark 
Uic day In the east as one of the most 
Important since Uie war began. 

A late supplementary statement Is- 
sued by Petrograd describes tills ac- 
tion as follows: 

"On tlie west lower Styr battles con- 
tinue with success. In tlie Gulusloptvo 
Voltschetzl region we took possession 
of Austrian and German fortified po- 
sitions, the enemy being driven .out by 
our artillery fire. Cavalry pursued tho 
enemy, charging Uiem in the region of 
the Voltschctzk and capturing a lirupp 
battery of six cannon. 

"After a violent battle our cavalry 
occupied the villages of Komurovo 
and Gradle." . .

Buffered In Chamber of Horrors Until' 
Worn to Skin and Bones — Mother . 
Said Sun Wasn't Good 
for Them. 

Brooklyn, — One of those -weird taleSi 
that glvo the reader a thrill of horror 
and at the samo tlmo challenge bellof 
came to light here tho other day. It* 
concerns three women, Mrs. Emmaj 
Hall and her two daughters, Franceaj 
and Florerico, who were content to Im-j 
prison themselves in two small roomsl 
without seeing tho light of day for two! 
years. 

Neighbors recently hoard voices In 
tho rooms, high pitched llko those of 
children, crying and moaning and 
notified tho Children's society that* 
something scomod wrong In the "house 
of mystery," as it was called, because 
no one was over seen going In or com- 
ing out. 

A House of Horrors. j 

When tho ofllclala finally got into 
tho rooms they wore grreeted by an 
astonJBhIng figure. It was that of an 
old woman, little, white-haired, bent, 
with skin llko parchment drawn across 
tho bones of her face. She wore a 
loose calico dress, filthy beyond de- 
scription. On her head were three 
nigiitcapfl, one above the other. Top- 
ping these was an Immense sunbonnet. 

At a tablo sat tho daughters. One 
was twenty-ono years old and the other 
was twenty. But they looked twice 
their oge. Their faces wore pinched 
and white. Their eyes glowed fiercely 
In hollowed sockets. Their long black 
hair was matted and their calico 
drosses, like their mother's, were rag- 
ged and grimy. They woro so thlnnedi 
by hunger that" they weighed only] 
about 75 pounds. 

The condition of tho rooms was in| 
keeping with tho frightful plight of tho 
women. Strewn on the tablo before

tho daughters wore bits of soda crack- 
era. Everything was covered wlthJ 
dust. The fumituro had not heen un- 
packed alnco tho family moved into 
tho house. There were two couch hcds, 
hut they were covered with wrappings 
of paper and rags, Indicating that no 
ono had lain In them for months. Tho 
mother said that she paced back and 
forth most of the timo aiid that tho 
daughters rarely moved from tho 
chairs In which they sat. Tho rooms 
beyond tho two In which tho women 
lived were not only locked, but tho 
doorknobs were tied fast with rope 
and wire. Tho curtains of tho windows 
were drawn and triple thicknesses of 
newspapers were nailed over tho glass 
to keep out tho light. 

Husband Never Entered. 

'TVo didn't want to seo the sun; It 
wasn't good for ub," said tho mother, 
*'lt was against tho doctor's orders," 
Then all three loughed with Insane 
mirth. 

About this tlmo an aged man ap- 
peared at the door. Ho said ho was 
Adam Hall, an employee of the parK 
department, who was married to Mrs. 
JTall 12 years ago. Twice a week, he 
said, ho came to tho housio aud tooW 
to tho baker bits of paper slipped to 
him through tho door. Tho baker do^ 
llvorcd cakes and crackcrn. Hall de- 
clared that ho had not been Inside 
tho door for two years and that dur- 
ing that tlmo ho had never convcrsod 
with hla wife or stepdaughters.
